IN THE PRESENT

T IS of the utmost importance 

to develop decision in our 
children and the ab:lity to live 
in the moment. This should be 
the goal of pazenthood. Thé 
children’s 
future will 
take care of 
itself. 

From tco 
much med- 
dling with 
the activities 
of children, 
we instill a 
restlessness 
Of, Spirit 
which makes 
it difficult for 
them to give 
tull attention 
to the pres- 
ent, which is their reality and 
Within their ken of understand- 
ing. This means that we must 
not plan too far ahead for them. 
We need to come down to a 
child’s jevel, adjusting ou point 
of view to his and living with 
him fvom day to day. Thus alone 
cap we gain a working knowl- 
cdge of his needs. 


Dreaming and Being 

A child's fulure depends on a 
happy present. I wish there was 
scme way to impress all ambi- 
ticus parents with this fact. A 
child cannot see ahead. And it 
is just as well that he cannot; 
that he can but wish. This wish- 
fulness is desire rather than 
hope. As such it concerns a 
present need. 

Let us suppose that a child 
likes locomotives. Apparently his 
ambition is to be an engineer. 
Actually though he is not think- 
ing about the future at all. In 
imagination he already is an 
engineer, though he may ex- 
press himself in our .language, 
iciterating, “When I grow up I'll 
bc an engineer.” 

While he is enacting a part, 
we are afforded a golc >n oppor- 
tunity to make ourselves useful 
trom an educational standpoint.

Admiral Standley Gets 
Big Job ... An Immigrant 
Who Made Good 


EARS ago, during the Philip- 
pine Insurrection, while the 
American fleet lay in the Gulf 
ot Lingayen, trading shots with 
rebels ambushed on the side of 
a mountain, somébody had to 
climb over that mountain and 
inap the rebel position. Young 
Ensign William H. Standley 
proved to be that somebody. 

Accompanied by a quarter- 
master, the youngster, just grad- 
uated by the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, wallowed through a 
swamp, glimbed the mountain, 
shinnied up a tall tree and be- 
gan sketching. Bullets whizzed 
uround him, but he made a tidy 
and_ shipshape-looking map, 
which helped his superiors con- 
cuer the rebels. He received a 
cummendation for this act, and 
thereafter Ensign Standley’s ad- 
vancement was steady and up- 
v ard 

Today this same young Ensign 
is none other than Admiral 
Standley, chief of naval opera- 
tions and boss of wnat will be 
the biggest battleship building 
job evet undertaken in the his- 
tury of the American Navy. 
‘Thirty-seven ships are to be 
constructed. 

Admiral Standley hails from 
Calitornia, He was born in 
Ukiah in 1872 and was ap- 
pointed to Annapolis in 1891. 
fe was graduated by the War 
Cullege in Washington in 1921 
end last April succeeded Admiral 
Pratt as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

Admiral Standley’s father was 
a rancher and sheriff of Mendo- 
cino County for twenty years. 
None of his forebears were sea- 
farint folk. When he was 18 
years old he saw an advertise- 
ment of competitive examina- 
tions for an Annapolis appoint- 
ment, scheduled for Santa Rosa, 
He competed just for an excuse 
to go to Santa Rosa. He was 
the most surprised boy in Cali- 
fornia when he found himself 
1umber one on the hst of can- 
cidates to the naval academy. 

The admiral’s only son is a 
lieutenant in the navy, in charge 
of the torpedo school at North 
Island, San Diego, California, 
and one of his four daughters is 
the wife of a naval officer. These 
two are trying to carry on the 
naval tradition which was 
started by the son of a rancher 
who wanted a trip to town and 
competed for an appointment to 
the naval academy to get it. 


ORE than seventy years ago 

in Mannheim, Germany, a 
little boy was born into the 
household of Lazarus Morgen- 
thau, a cigar manufacturer. The 
United States, then in the throes 
of the Civil War, raised tariff 
levels, including those on-cigars, 
and the Morgenthau cigar busi- 
ress was ruined. The Morgen- 
thaus came to America for a 
fresh start. 

Recently there returned from 
nbroad anu American delegate to 
the wheat conference in London 
ond Geneva to report to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt about conditions 
in Europe, The report was not a 
very heartening one. Some men- 
tion was even made of the pos- 
sibility of war. This report was 
brought by Henry Morgenthau, 
the little boy who was born at 
the time the Confederacy sought 
to separate the Union of States. 

When the Morgenthats came 
to America many years ago, 
Henry studied law and became 
a leading member of the New 
York bar, as well as a promi- 
nent real estate opérator. He 
then turned his attention to 
philanthropy. He was chosen 
Minister to Turkey and finallv 
became a diplomat without port- 
folio, carrying the message of 
American good-wHl and Amer- 
ican businéss efficiency half way 
round the wortd.

Then he worked in a depart- 
ment store for $10 a week, and 
while studying for his law de- 
gree he taught in’ night school 
at $15 a wet. He lived most 
frugally in his early days. 

Once launched in the world of 
affairs however, Henry Mor- 
geuthau went ahead rapidty. 
When he was 23 he had his 
name on the door as partner of 
a law firm. At 43 he was a well- 
known and successful real estate 
operator. But at 55 he was tired 
of making money. “Conscience 
makes cowards of us all,” he 
once wrote, “but not mine— 
mine made me a politician.”
